Hospital  aooofflQOdation  has  proved  adequate  and  the  am- 
bulance service  very  satisfactory. 

OwlniT  to  staffing  difficulties,  Testeven  and  Rutland 
Joint  fjmailpox  Committee’s  hospital  at  Shncklewcll  could 
not  function  if  recuired.  A.rr«ngeraents  have  been  made 
by  the  Coanittce  for  the  admission  of  cases  to  a smallpox 
hospital  at  Grimsby. 

TVie  incidence  of  the  common  infectious  diseases  among 
children  has  again  been  very  low.  Ko  diphtheria  (except 
one  service  case)  3 scarlet  fever,  3 whooping  cough  and  one 
service  measles  only  have  been  reported.
